CEREMONIES START 
IN JAPAN FOR THE 


CORONATION SERVICE 


Industrial Exhibits In Kiota, Korea.— 


Effect I« Far Fetched On J«p«n 


And Asiatic Countries- 
IBT ASSOCIATED nasaa.J 


.. Seoul, Korea, Nov. 8.—The corona- 
tion of the Japanese Emperor on Nov. 
10 at Kioto is having an appropriate 
prelude' in Korea by the opening of a 
big industrial exhibition arranged to 
show the world what Japa has ac- 
complished for. Korea during the flvo 
years 
of Japanese 
administration. 
With Imposing ceremony and In the 
presence of a great, crowd of peo- 
ple gathered from all parts of the 
ancient Hermit Kingdom,, the exhi- 
bition was inaugurated by Hfa Imper- 
ial Highness, Prince Kan-in and his 
consort the Princess 
Kan-in, 
who 
came here as the personal represen- 
tatives of the Emperor and Empress 
of Japan. 
On arrival at 
Seoul, 
which 
is 
gorgeously decorated and illuminated, 
the members of the royal-family were 
recived by the Korean Prince Yi and 
Princess Yi and by many military, 
naval and civil officers and represen- 
tative citizens. School children occu- 
pied a prominent place along the 
line of procession to the official res- 
idence of Governor-General Terauehi, 
which, was placed at the disposal of 
the visitors. 
For the first time in their lives 
thousands of country-folk who came to 
see the inauguration of the exhibition 
witnessed an aeroplane in flight. The 
machine was driven by K. Ozaki, the 
son of Yukio Ozaki, Japanese minis- 
ter of Justice, and circled high above 
the park during the Initial ceremonies. 
Dinner parties, meetings of the Red 
Cross and Ladies Patriotic Associa- 
tion, a military review and a celebra- 
tion hy the railroad bureau of the 
completion of 1,000 miles of railroad 
track in Korea were' among the feat- 
ures of the opening. 


A Great Exhibit, 
The fair is a comprehensive presen- 
tation of the achievements and indus- 
tries of Korea and has made a favor- 
able impresison upon observers as in- 
dicating the progres of the country 
along modern and progressive lines. 
The exhibit includes over 
32,000 
products of the various industries of 
the provinces of Korea, articles pro- 
duced by work undertaken with the 
imperial monetary grants and articles 
relating to education, 
engineering, 
forestry, 
communications, 
finance, 
sanitation, charity and relief, police 
affairs, justice and fine art. Side by 
side with the new are frequently plac- 
ed products of the old oKrean regime 
with the idea of bringing to public 
'notice the results of the new Japan- 
ese administration. 
About 100 Japanese journalists who 
assembled here to see the exhibition 
adopted a resolution expressing their 
appreciation "of the great progress 
and improvement achieved in Chosen 
(the Japanese name for Korea) dur- 
ing the past five years," and voicing 
their hopes "for the further progress 
and development of the peninsula." 


Speer la Honored. 
A feature of the exhibition period 
was a luncheon given by Governor- 
General Terauehi in honor of 
Dr. 
Robert B. Speer of the United States, 
secretary to the Presbyterian-' Board 
of Foreign Missions and 
at 
which 
were present Ranstord S. Miller, the 
American consul-general, Bishop Har- 
ris and other American missionary 
workers. General Terauehi made the 
point that the fundamental object of, 
the exposition was to give the people; 
an opportunity to study.how the dif-j 
ferent branches of national industry 
might be developed to best advantage. 
Dr. Speer, replying, compared condi- 
tions in Korea today with those of 
eighteen years ago when he was here 
on an Inspection tour and expressed 
the opinion that all intelligent peo- 
ple would appreciate Japan's endeav- 
ors not to make Koreans a subservi- 
ent people, but to uplift them so that 
they might become equal as well as 
loyal subjects of the Japanese Em- 
peror. In his view, it was proper and 
correct that Japan, having annexed 
Korea, would seek to assimilate and 
nationalize the Korean people. 
Causes Clamor. 
, 
Toldo, Nov. 8. — No subject hag 
caused -more of a clamor ot public 
discussion in' Japan in recent years 
than an imperial decree legally'resus- 
citating the family of the late General 
Nogi. the hero of Port Arthur and 
the idol of the Japanese nation. A 
storm of protest has risen from all 
parts of the Empire because of the 
fact that General Nogl, who com- 
mitted harakirl with his .wife on the 
night of the funeral of Emperor Mut- 
suhito. left a will expressing his dis- 
approval ot the custom of adopting 
heirs in Japan and requesting that his 
family become extinct. 
General Nogi's later life was sad- 
dened by the loss of his two sons In 
the war with Russia. He was con- 
stantly requested by relatives and 
friends to adopt an heir in fulfillment 
of Japanese custom and thus to con- 
tinue the succession of his house. 
No^i, however, 
refused, 
declaring 
that to his mind the practice of adop- 
tion had worked very badiy and of- 
ten had resulted in bringing discred- 


it to the family. He -preferred .that 
his own house,, which had', been, given 
the rank of nobility by the Hinperor 
should become extinct after his death. 
This desire was. contained 
very 
explicitly in his last testament 
-in 
which he declared "the tombs w the 
family ancestors should be cared'- for 
by blood relations so long as'an*'of 
them survive, and not'by others:'' """- 
He gave directions' that' hlr 'body 
should be contributed to a.medical 
school for dissection. Under the be- 
lief that hisw We -would survlTe him', 
Count Nogi, concluded -his. will with 
the words: "The'name of the House 
of Nogl will'be retained during my 
wife's lifetime and after that It 'Is my 
earnest hope that my family will be 
extinguished."

The successor to Count Nog! la not 
a blood relation. He Is Motoeato Mori, 
younger • brother of Viscount Motoo 
Mori, 
An imperial decree ordering 
Mr. Mori1 to take over the house ot 
the late General Nogl as well as the 
title- of Count -wag Issued on the third 
anniversary of the suicide of the hero 
of Port Arthur. The fact that the new 
head of the house has already made 
application for the family relics and 
memorials has heightened public feel- 
ing on the matter. The new Count 
Nogl Is receiving an endless stream 
of anonymous letters, some threaten- 
ing, and. all .protesting his succeeding 
to the name of Nogi in defiance of the 
wish of the great soldier.' 
•-The question occupies the foremost 
place in the press which quote* many 
jurists as holding the step illegal. It 
is likely that the question will come 
up in the next session of the Diet. 
The former head of the Mori house 
wag a daimlo of Choshu clan of which 
the late Count Nogl wao a member 
and this is one reason why a man of 
the present generation was selected. 
The entire controversy is of a special 
interest, because it shows that public 
opinion in Japan now dares to criti- 
cise even a decree of the mperor. In 
former days criticism of an imperial 
edict would have been regarded as en- 
tirely disloyal and impossible.

Find That Diseaie Is Ea»ily Prevent- 


able With Proper Treatment at 


Birth—State Is Leader. 


[BY ASSOCIATED-P1IBBS.1 


Madison, Wis., Nov. 8.—Through the 
state board of health, Wisconsin is en- 
deavoring to prevent infantile blind- 
ness, which' amounts to 25 to 40 per 
cent of all cases of blindness in the 
state. It is estimated there are 2,000 
)lind persons in Wisconsin. Inflamma- 
tion of the eyes at birth, known as 
ophthalmia neonatorum, is easily pre- 
ventable. At a cost of two cents and 
.wo minutes' time, 
at 
the 
child's 
jirth, immeasurable misery, suffering 
and sorrow during a lifetime in the 
lark are avoided. The cost of educat- 
ng Wisconsin's blind children is up- 
wards of HO,000 a year, in addition to 
be cost of maintaining the workshop. 
Wisconsin is a leader in legislation 
against infantile blindness. The state 
gives $1,600 a year to provide silver 
nitrate free to all physicians, mid- 
wives and nurses. Two drops of a 1. 
>er cent solution in the eye at birth 
is in nearly every case an 'absolute 
remedy for ophthalmia 
neonatorum. 
Since the distribution was authorized 
by the 1913 legislature, 200,000 am- 
pules have been sent out. In only a 
few states is this preventive required. 
In less than a dozen states, including 
Wisconsin, are physicians and mid- 
wives required to report this disease 
to the state board of health. The de- 
partments of child hygiene of the Mil- 
waukee and Cleveland boards of health 
are" the only ones outside of Massa- 
chusetts to take up the reporting of 
cases. 


Blindness rarely-occurs if the dis- 
ease is properly treated at the begin- 
ning. Frequent cleaning of the eyes, 
and the use of silver nitrate, if com- 
menced in time and done properly, will 
with rare exceptions insure a perfect 
recovery. 
Those 
in charge are re- 
quired to report to the local board of 
health the fact of inflammation, swell- 
ing, 
redness or unnatural discharge of 
the eyes occurring withirf two weeks 
after birth. All cases of this disease 
should be reported as are scarlet fever, 
diphtheria or other dangerous contag- 
ious diseases. 
The 
state board of 
health supplies detailed instructions 
for the use of silver nitrate and the 
care of the eyes of new-born infants;
